Bill. 

Osburn’s University bill, which bas 
the Senate, provides for the es- 
tablishment in the University of a school 
for the instruction of teachers. Shall 
also be taught chemistry, geology and 
mineralogy, so far as they relate to the 
theory and practice of mining, agricul- 
ture and the mechanie arts. Board of 
Regents to consist of five members; term 
of office, four years. Board prescribes 
for government 2f themselves and the 
University, for the reports of officers 
and teachers, course of study, time and 
Standard of graduation, duration of 
terms,.vacations, text-books, ete.; ap- 
points a President, at an annual salary 
not e ,000, who must show 
satisfactory credentials or‘indorsement 
from three out of a specified list of lead- 
ing educational institutions in the United 
States; prescribes the duties of the 
President and fixes the salaries of teach- 
ers; controls expenditures and appro- 
priations and all moneys received from 
any source whatever; must report an- 
nually to the Governor; may employ a 
clerk at $25 per month, said clerk not 
to be a teacher.in the University; must 
bold four regular meetings in each year 
and special meetings at the call of the 
Chairman. The President, .under di- 
rection of the Board of Regents, shall 
manage all matters connected with the 
institution, employ assistant teachers 
and servants, purchase supplies, etc. 
There shall be no discrimination in the 
admission of pupils on account of sex, 
race or color, of good moral character, 
above the age of fifteen, educationally 
and otherwise qualified to be admitted.

A Paris physician calls attention 
to an account of a recent attempt to 
observe in the retina of a murdered 
girl’s eye the image of her unknown 
slayer.
